bread is now being sold at a loss be­ 
cause of the very considerabIe ad­ 
vance in the price of flour, which is 
now* selling at $7.75 a barrel whole­ 
sale for the best grades. $2.a0 a, bar­ 
rel higher than it was July 15. 
President Manewal told a Post-Dis­ 
patch reporter that the leaves now be­ 
ring sold by big bakery do not weigh 
3 6 ounces. 
The Manewal comparty, 
be said, was making 14-ounce loaves, 
■which, he thought, was the largest be­ 
ing made in the city. 
Sixteen ounces

HOME-CURiNG BACON. 


(U. S. Farmers’ 
Bulletin 
No. 
183.) 
Several y'ears ago a prize of $50, 
offered by the Charleston News and 
Courier for the best half dozen smoke- 
cured hams m ade/in South Carolina, 
was awarded to hams cured by the 
following recipe: 
“l o IOO pounds of 
meat 
use 
4 
quarts of salt, 4 pounds brown sugar 
and 3 ounces salt 
peter. 
The 
in­ 
gredients to b'* well mixed, the salt 
and saltpeter having 
been 
beaten 
fine. 
When the meat is cold rub in 
two-thirds of the mixture and pack 
meat in a cask. 
The next day rub in 
the remaining third and put 
meat 
again, in cask, reversing pieces once 
a week. 
At the end of two wrneks 
pour off liquor in the cask, boil and 
skim till clear, and when cool pour 
over the meat again. 
At the end of 
three weeks wash meat in hot water. 
wipe dry and smoke i bree weeks, 
after which bag and hang up.” 
Those who cure their 
own 
bairns 
might do well to preserve this re­ 
cipe, but we would suggest that the 
lengrh of time for remaining, in the 
brine and that required for smoking 
might vary a little, according to the 
size of the hams, as a small ham or 
shoulder would be cured a little quick­ 
er Ilian the large ham. 
Something 
might also depend upon the taste of 
those who intend to eat it, as some 
want but little salt and others but lit­ 
tle smoke; bu^ the recipe is a good 
one as it is. 
Sugar Curing Meat. 
When the meat is cooled, rub each 
piece with salt and allow it to drain 
over night. 
Then pack it in a barrel 
with the bams and shoulders in the 
bottom, using the strips of bacon to' 
fill in between or to 
put 
on 
top. 
Weigh out for each IOO pounds of 
meat IO pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
brown sugar and two ounces of salt­ 
peter. 
Dissolve all in four gallons of 
water and cover the meat with this 
brine. 
For summer use it will be 
safest to boil the brine before using. 
Iii that case it should be thoroughly 
coded before it is used. ‘For winter 
curing it is 'not necessary to boil the 
brine. Bacon strips should remain in 
brine four to six weeks. 
This is a 
standard recipe and has 
given 
the 
best cf satisfaction. Hams and bacqn 
cured in the spring will keep right 
through the" summer after they are 
smoked 
The meat will be sweet and 
palatable if it is properly smoked and 
the flavor will he good.

A Complete Hog Survey Wanted. 
(By Dr. Ralph Graham, Pettis County 
Station, United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry.) 
In determining the results of hog 
cholera 
Control work it is neces­ 
sary to have a survey of the hog in­ 
dustry during the past year, showing 
the number of hogs raised or owned, 
and the number that died from chol­ 
era. 
About the first of January survey 
cards asking for the above informa­ 
tion were mailed to all school dis­ 
tricts in the county. 
At the present 
time eighty-four out of the ninety-six 
districts have returned 
the 
cards, V 
fifty-eight of which were complete. 
This leaves twenty-six districts from 
which we have a partial report, and 
twelve that have not returned any of
